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The Educational Facilities Committee met on 
July 15 with BETA Architects and continued to 
work on the many aspects of space requirements 
for the Boyne City Schools. 

The configuration of K-5 at the elementary, 6- 
8 at the middle school and 9-12 at the high school 
was considered further with BETA presenting 

more refined plans for additions and remodeling. 
The elementary would have additions including a 
fifth grade classroom wing and a physical educa- 
dion wing. The existing building would see a lot 
of rearrangement, remodeling and updating. 

The middle school would have additions to 
include a band and music wing, two new class- 
rooms and an addition to enlarge two classrooms 
and the media center. The existing building would 
get rearrangement, remodeling and updating. 

The high school would have additions to 
enlarge the cafeteria and kitchen, a new science 
wing and rearrangement, remodeling and updat- 
ing of the existing building. An auditorium is 
being considered as a separate building; but no 
plans are available yet. 

BETA was given additional refinement input 
through group discussions, and they will incorpo- 
rate the input into plans and remit plans for 
committee review. BETA then presented prelimi- 
nary plans for the configuration of K-3 at the 
elementary, 4-5 at the middle schoo]. 6-8 at anew 
Junior high and 9-12 at the high school. A lengthy 
discussion followed with serious concerns that the 
new building and its outdoor activities require- 
ments may not fiton the existing site without 
moving something else away (for instance the 
baseball field or the bus garage). 

The next meeting is set for Thursday. July 30, 
at which ime BETA will present refined versions 
of these two configurations and will have some 
relative cost numbers available.

Streetscape is only part transformation 


Adusty, East Jordan Main Sureet 
will soon become a bed of gravel in 
preparation for paving. 

And already, new 12-inch water 
mains and storm sewers have been 
installed in Phase 2 of the streetscape 
plan. Curbs, gutters, sidewalks, irri- 
gation, brickwork and landscaping 
are soon to follow. 

The city’s wansformation hasn't 
stopped there though. The turnover 
of property along the street (the 
Loveday and Huckle buildings) new 
businesses moving to downtown 
(Jordan Valley Accounting, Northern 
Ladies Consignment, Sodalicious), 
and new building construction (po- 
lice station and Plaid Petunias/Jordan 
River Fly Shop) have also changed 
the make-up of the city. 


The little log cabin — less than 
1,000 square feet inside — where the 
Plaid Petunias and the fly shop have 
made their home, is now complete. 
Its design is in keeping with the up 
north theme — primitive folk art and 
fly fishing. 


The building’s co-tenants: 
Cohen, her partner Jeanne Alward 
and brother-in-law Bob Cohen, 
bought the building to remodel but it 
turned out to be in such disrepair, 
they knew they had to start from 
scratch. They were going to design 
itin alog theme even before they tore 
it down. “I always wanted a log 
cabin,” Cathy said. 

The building does add another 
appealing element to the downtown 
which still bears several turn-of-the- 
century storefronts. Inside, its walls 
are knotty pine, the checkout counter 
logs and pine, too.

Customers can enter from the 
front or back — depending which 
end one calls front. The two shops 
are divided by an imaginary line. 
Folk art is displayed on the Main 
Street side; fly-fishing gear and a 
knowledgeable Bob Cohen take up 
the Spring Street side. Both entrances 
have covered porches for displaying 
wares or for just stepping out of the 
elements. 

“The street doesn’t seem to have 
stopped people from coming 
through,” said Cathy. The road con- 
struction has allowed the new pro- 
prietors a little time to adjust and ease 
into the businesses as well. 

Cathy said they probably all 
wondered how it would work out -— 
the two businesses under one roof. 
The folk artists and fisherman take 
over for each other when the others 
are away. Bob is learning how to sell 
Beanie Babies — although nat the 
store’s primary offering — and 
Jeanne and Cathy know more than 
they ever knew before about dry- 
flies. 

“T love listening to the stories,” 
Jeanne said. “} thought Jerry (her 
husband) had fish tales! We really 
enjoy the atmosphere.” 

“In fact, Pm going to sit down 
and learn how to ue flies,” Jeanne 
said. 

She likens it to a craft — not dis- 
similar to the artwork she and Cathy 
create, purchase and retail. 

The women wanted something 
warm and inviting in a building and 
said Bob had the same philosophy. 

“We're finding a niche and it’s 
working,” said Cathy. The Petunias 
have sold a little bit of each of the

Expenses exceed projected 
revenues for EJ schools 


The East Jordan School District 
estimates that it will spend $7.6 mil- 
lion in the 1998-99 school year — 
about $253,000 more than its pro- 
jected revenue. 

But the deficit will be adequately 
covered by the general fund reserve 
which will have a beginning balance 
of $863,259. The reserve fund will 
also receive a full- funded foundation 
grant for $135,143, increasing its 
year-end balance to $745,597. 

The coming year's revenues will 
be down $217,623 or 2.9 percent 
from last year. The district based part 
of its estimate on a conservative en- 
roliment projection of 1,214 students. 
Last year there were 1,220 students 
and superintendent Chip Hansen said 
he expects it to be close to that num- 
ber again. 


“its better to be conservative 
than liberal on the revenue side.” 
Hansen said. 

The largest increase in funding 
forecasted is $8,500 in Chapter One 
and carryover funding. 

But the district will see de- 
creases across the board, including 
$10,700 in Char-Em Vocational 
Technology funds. 


It will probably also see a drop 
in funding from Char-Em Interme- 
diate for a teaching assistant for 
physically handicapped students. The 
decrease from $20,000 to $15,000 is 
due to one student leaving the school 
to attend a center-based program. 

Overall, the district’s expendi- 
tures will decrease by only $5,377. 
Those expenditures may fluctuate

Carving some unusua 


piggy banks 


hester Johnson's woodworking hobby — 
custom-made banks — was born of 
necessity and has now become a full- 
scale, home-based business. 

The Boyne City resident began making his 
chunky-looking moncy savers about six years ago 
after complications from his diabetes left him 
blind for nearly two years. 

“It gave me something to do instead of sitting 
in a chair all day,” he said of the piggy banks — or 
insert ladybug, bumblebee, fish or a myriad of 
other animals in place of “piggy.” Italso gave him 
a way to catch up on his bills. 

He said he wasn't taking care of himself 
properly prior to losing his sight. The hemorrhag- 
ing that caused his blindness struck on a trip 
across the Mackinaw Bridge. His wife at the ime, 
who was uncomfortable making that drive herself, 
had to take over the wheel. 

His disability has taken him out of the typtcal 
work market, he said, because he no longer drives 
a car. 

The diabetes has left him with only 80 percent 
of his vision and major blind spots. If something 
runs out in front of him while driving, he may not 
see it. Thirty years of nerve damage also make it 
difficult for him to tell where the pedals are on the 
floor. So he sold his car and now rides a bike. 

He was inspired to build the banks by his 3- 
year-old daughter who had wanted one. He found 
a pattern — probably from the 1920s or 30s in a 
magazine ata garage sale — sat down with a 
handsaw and cut one out. 

“It didn’t come out real well, but she liked it,” 
Johnson said, 

Then he started selling them, primarily as 
Christmas gifts. , 

He still buys patterns, but he also creates his 
own designs. The pig and penguin have been 
modified from original patterns. But he conceived 
the dinosaur, squirrel and frog on his own.

“It's functional as well as pretty.” Johnson 
said. “It can be a knick-knack and you can store 
money in it.” 

They are fashioned from several pieces of 
wood and are flat on two sides. The money slot in 
the top is big enough to fit bills inside and money 
can be shaken back out — no breaking these open 
in times of desperation. Johnson uses a bandsaw. 
router and table saw, and applies lots of sanding 
and polyurethane or paint to the individually hand- 
crafted pieces. 

He constructs the items out of different types 
of wood, but builds the majority from red oak, 
which seems to be the most popular. 

He has also ventured out slowly into other 
projects. A semi truck's detachable flatbed ts a 
cribbage board. There's a turtle-shaped stepstool, 
with a cushioned top, for kids. He recently 
completed a TV cabinet as well. The small-scale 
furniture is basic stuff, said Johnson, he does not 
produce custom or elaborate furniture. 

“My girls are constantly coming up with ideas 
of things they want me to make,” said Johnson. 
He's crafted beds for their dolls. Their latest 
request is a teddy bear bank. 

He's also working on the ever-popular morel 
mushroom — trying now to perfect the paint job. 

Most recently he purchased a computer to 
design his marketing materials and to scan in new 
design ideas from which he can create patterns. 

Each of his projects receives a stamp on the 
bottom with the year it was made and reads 
“handcrafted by Chester Johnson, Boyne City.” 

August through November is Johnson's 
busiest time of the year when he prepares Christ- 
mas orders. If orders aren’t placed by Nov 15, 
they probably won't be received unul after the 
holiday, he said. 

The banks cost from about $18 to $25. For

he building looks intriguing 
even to the casual observer. 
7 but upon closer inspection, it 


gets even more interesting. An old 


log building. it is the former home of the 


March Inn and the Pied Piper roller-skating 


rink. Many treasures from its former life 
remain, but the sign is gone. 
The first step into the lobby reveals a 


sense of newness among all the old dreams, 


along with a faint smell of ... gasoline? 
Looking around, one’s imagination 
drifts to a place that was before -- one of 


roller skaters and malts and couples holding 


hands around the rink. The present-day 


sights, though, are just as incredible and full 


of dreams. 


Jeff Brock ts transforming this building, 
located in Walloon Lake next to the Junction 


Inn into his visions. Visions that include a 


coffee shop. an art gallery. entertainment. a 


framing and matting shop, and most 
interesting of all, a bike museum, 

“This 1s a really interesting place.” 
Brock says. “It has evolved from Day One 


when I bought it two years ago. There was a 


lot of old junk related to roller-skating in 
here.” 
Remains of the rink can still be seen. 


Signs warning “Skate at your own risk” and 


“No Tripping” are hanging. Brock has left 


two walls uncovered, where kids had signed 


their names and couples were forever 
embedded into the history of the building. 


“Its amazing.” Brock said. “People have 
come in here and found their names on the 
wall from years ago.” 

Brock was born and raised in the Flint 
area. where his father, Doug, first got Jeff 
interested in motorcycle racing. He then 
moved to Traverse City in 1979 before 
following his work north, to Boyne City. 
Brock now lives in the building, in a 
renovated apartment that has taken up much 
of his time. and works as co-owner of Sky 
Electric. 

So here is Brock’s plan. The lobby 
area. formerly home to skate rentals, will 
become the coffee house, serving coffee 
along with the usual pastries, There will be 
extra seating on the main floor, where 
skaters once twirled and fell, along with 
entertainment on the bandstand, While 
drinking their coffee. customers will be able 
to have pictures framed and matted along 
the left side of the room. In the middle will 
be an art gallery, with many portrayals of 
biking, but not limited to the sport. And 
then on the right is Brock’s pride and joy: 
his bikes. 

“Cotfee houses are hot right now.” 
Brock said. “And for a lot of good reasons. 
This is a place where people can come and 
not have to deal with the bar.” 

The original concept was for an antique 
shop (Brock still has many antiques, they 
Just aren't the focus of the museum). But, 
“you have to spread yourself so thin to be in 
the world of antiques. I've dreamed since ] 
was a kid of an art gallery, and I did the

Some of the bikes reach as far back as 
the 1800's. The oldest. an 1894 women’s 
bike, has wooden handlebars, rims, fenders, 
chain guard, and cork grips. There is a 
string skirt catcher so the woman riding 
wouldn't get her skirt entangled in the 
spokes. One of the rarest pieces, though, 
comes from the 1950’s—a tricycle built for 
two. Brock has had numerous people in to 
look at his pieces, and no one has ever seen 
the tandem tricycle. 

Another piece to note 1s a 1948 Harley 
Davidson Hill Climber. The bike is in as- 
raced condition from its state championship 
days. Yes, this motorcycle was the
